The $200k grant was awarded in 2009 but the project did not move forward and the grant agreement 
expired in November 2016. An additional timeline was extended and subsequently LISC informed the 
project that the grant was being de-obligated. The de-obligated grant went to fund four projects in the 
Saints market ($50,000 each): Warren Easton H.S., Ben Franklin H.S, YMCA of Greater New Orleans and 
St. Charles Catholic H.S. 

The NFL and LISC remain open to the project re-applying for consideration in future grant cycles.
